Hunters lucky enough to 
bag a deer or two in the 
Crawford County area are 
encouraged to donate meat 
to the less fortunate. 

For nearly two decades, 
the Michigan Sportsmen 
Against Hunger has 
worked to create a link 
between deer hunters, wild 
game processors and chari- 
ties that feed needy indi- 
viduals. 

The Michigan 
Sportsmen Against Hunger 
is a volunteer organization 
led by sportsmen and 
women concerned about 
making a positive differ- 
ence in the community. 

Under the program, déer 
hunters can donate a deer, 
or a portion of their deer 
meat, at a licensed, insured 
wild game processor which 
takes part in the Michigan 
Sportsmen Against Hunger 
program. The processed 
meat is then donated to 
local charities, churches 
and food banks that pro- 
vide food to the needy. 

The Michigan 
Sportsmen Against Hunger 
pays the processor 80 cents 
a pound to cover a portion 
of their cost.

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Group will shee ideas for fire department pact

A citizens group will meet with 
administrators from: Grayling 
Charter Township and the City of 
Grayling to try to hash out a resolu- 
tion for a lingering fire department 
lawsuit. 

The meeting will be held with 
Grayling City Manager David 
Thayer and Grayling Charter 
Township Supervisor Terry Wright 
at AJD Forest Products on Monday, 


Nov. 24, 


Dave Stephenson, the president of 


AJD Forest Products and chairman 
of the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners, agreed to head the 
citizens group. The group was 
formed at a public hearing held by 
the Grayling Charter Township 
Board in October. 

In January, the township board 
authorized a lawsuit against the City 
of Grayling. Township officials are 
seeking the return of a committee of 
township and city officials to over- 
see the operations of the Grayling 
City/Township Fire Department. 

The lawsuit was prompted after 
failed negotiations to renew a mutu- 


al operating agreement between the 
city and the township which expired 
in June 2007. 

The Grayling City Council has 
proposed that the Grayling 
City/Township Fire Department be 
considered as a department of the 
city and administered by Grayling 
City Manager David Thayer. 

In September, the township board 
and city council met to discuss a 
2009 operating agreement for the 
Grayling City/Township — Fire 
Department, which was sent to the 
township in June. A mediation was 


also held between the parties in.

June. 

The terms of the 10-year contract 
call for the township to pay 60 per- 
cent of the operating costs for the 
fire department, with the city cover- 
ing 40 percent of the expensés. 
Also, the township board and city 
council would meet twice a year to 
discuss the fire department's poli- 
cies, budget and other related issues. 

The goal of the hearing held by 
the township board in October was 
to gain input on the lawsuit and the 
proposed fire department contract. 
A majority of citizens believed the

Some families lack access to 
adequate home heating

Things got cold fast last 
week, with the transition 
from fall to winter happen- 
ing in what may have 
seemed like a blink of an 
eye. While the winter cold 
is a mere inconvenience to 
some Crawford County 
residents, it is a serious 
concern: to those who do 
not have access to adequate 
winter heating. 

“This is the time of the 
year that a lot of people 
need help,” said Irene 
Dickie of the Crawford 
County Department of 
Human Services (DHS). 

DHS offers emergency 
help to many families that 
do not have the resources 
lo pay winter heating bills. 

“There’s a lot of people 
out there that just don’t 
have the money,” said 
Dickie. 

She was unable to pro- 
vide the exact number of 
families who needed assis- 
tance from DHS last year, 
but said that it was a fairly 
large number. 

She said that many fami- 
lies run into trouble when 
they find that they don’t 


‘a little dit,” 


have the cash to pay for 
propane up front. 

“A lot of propane com- 
panies are not willing to 
make a delivery on credit,” 
said Dickie. 

Individuals in need must 
fill out an emergency appli- 
cation for heating help. A 


longer form is required if - 


they are not already receiv- 
ing DHS assistance. 

“There’s a lot of people 
out there that are not 
receiving assistance that 
could be eligible,” said 
Dickie. 

Although there is some- 
times a co-pay for emer- 
gency assistance, DHS will 
often refer people to orga- 
nizations, like the 
Salvation Army or” the 
Crawford County 
Community (CCC) 
Christian Help Center, for 
additional help. 

These organizations 
often require a DHS 
appraisal before they are 
able to assist with any sort 
of financial crisis.

POLITICAL HISTORY also 
was against John McCain’s quest. 

After eight years of one party in 
charge at the White House, history 
shows that voters want change. 
Recent exceptions are the four 
terms for Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt, where a world-wide 
war dictated continuity, and the 
election of Vice President George 
H. W. Bush in 1988, to continue 
the Ronald Reagan era of good 
feeling. 

At the same time, Democrats 
chose an eloquent, attractive new 
personality who promised change 
in Washington, and who put 
together an outstanding campaign 


plan that energized millions of 
new voters and plenty of older 
ones, too. 

Sure, he was of mixed black- 
white parentage, but that was part 
of his appeal, too, and much of the 
mainstream Washington-New York 
based media took him to their fig- 
urative and collective bosom. 

All those factors combined 
make it a wonder that Candidate 
McCain came as close as he did. 
The cards were stacked against 
him. .

BARACK OBAMA racked up a 
commanding 365-162 electoral 
college win, carrying several states 
with thin margins. 

John McCain received 58 mil- 
lion votes, which is more than 
Democrat John Kerry’s vote in 
2004, when President George W. 
Bush needed a nail-biting win in 
Ohio for a 286-251 electoral col- 
lege margin. 

More than 46 percent of 
American voters chose Candidate 
McCain and 52 percent chose 
Candidate Obama, which is a clos- 
er margin than the eventual elec- 
toral college count of 365-162 
would indicate. 

On other words, John McCain 
received 58 million more votes 


than John Kerry, but 89 fewer elec- 
toral votes.

SEVERAL OBSERVERS have 
pointed to two specific campaign 
errors that contributed to the 
McCain loss. One was when he 
interrupted his campaign to go to 
Washington during the first bail- 
out crisis, and his appearance 
made no difference. The second 
was a misguided selection of 
Alaska Gov. Sarah Palin for vice 
president, 

Shifting focus and seeming dis- 
array within his campaign itself 
also seemed to hamper Mr. 
McCain’s effectiveness. 

I would not argue with these 
assertions, but political history and 
America’s economic troubles, 


combined with Barack Obama’s 


charisma and the scope and effec- 
tiveness of the Obama campaign, 
were factors impossible for John 
McCain to surmount. 

In the face of these gigantic 
odds, Candidate McCain did very 
well indeed ... and after all, he did 
finish second.

CAMPAIGN ADS -— Most of us 
typical voters still are plenty fed 
up with the onslaught of campaign 
ads at all levels in the 2008 elec- 


tion, many of which were of debat- 
able accuracy and questionable 
taste. 

Most of us felt the same way 
about the 2004 election, too, when 
an estimated $600 million was 
spent on campaign TV advertising. 
It was more this year. 

After the 2004 campaign, Susan 
Ager, then a Detroit Free Press 
columnist, proposed doing some- 
thing about it: 

“Most of those (2004 political) 
ads were simplistic junk, too brief 
for context. In some cases, the ads 
were outright lies, and I’m talking 
about both.sides. Can we, by next 
time, put together a National 
Organization to Certify 
Responsible Advertising for the 
People (NOCRAP)? It would act 
as an impartial jury to review each: 
ad for accuracy before it could run 
on the air.”

Hope 
based upon temporal or 
earthly things will often 
disappoint or fail us.

The goal is to create 
strategies that enable each 
region to compete success- 
fully in the global knowi- 
edge economy, 

Diane Rekowski, execu- 
tive director of the 
Northeast . Michigan 
Council of Governments, 
said part of the initiative is 
to provide training oppor- 
tunities and access to infra- 
structure to compete in the 
knowledge based economy. 

Instead of working up 
through a hierarchy in a 
firm over a period of years, 
employees in a knowledge 
based economy tend to 
transition between jobs to 
further their careers.

“Government can play a 
supportive role, but the pri- 
vate sector has to be a part- 
ner,” LaMore said. “Public 
investment is the key thing 
that will leverage resources 
to make this work in north- 
ern Michigan,” 

LaMore said the study 
may be duplicated in other 
rural parts of the state and 
the nation based on the out- 
come of the initiative. 

“Northern Michigan is 
our partner in this training 
to help make this work,” he 
said. “We’re facing up to 
the challenges we have in 
the current struggling econ- 
omy and we have to look 
for new ideas because the 
old ones are not working.”

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Hunters display 40 bucks 
during firearm opener 


o0th buck pole 
features 23 
deer on Nov. 15 


Hunters didn’t fill the buck pole at Skip’s 
Sport Shop during the two-day Orangecoat 
Roundup event this past weekend, but they 
displayed:more deer than last year. 

“We had 23 the first day. In the past we 
used to always fill it. This year was better 
than last year. The bucks were nicer, bigger 
bucks,” said Missy Millikin of Skip’s Sport 
Shop. “Hunting pressure was fair. There 
were quite a few hunters.” 

The first two days of firearm deer season 
featured a variety of weather, including rain 
and snow. The weather on Saturday was 
overcast for most of the day with a high 
temperature of 37 degrees, which made for 
comfortable hunting. On Sunday, hunters 
were greeted with a light covering of snow 
that would help with tracking. The temper- 
ature was at 35 degrees. 

According to the Camp Grayling 
Conservation Club, sponsor and organizer 
of the Orangecoat Roundup, Grayling’s 
buck pole tradition has been in existence — 
in one form or another — for 50 years. In 
1959, the buck pole was started at Don’s 
Sport Shop, located on James Avenue 
where the Marathon gas station currently 
exists. In 1964, the buck pole was moved to

The girls basketball pro-

an area adjacent to the 
Chamber of’ Commetce 
building and water tower, 
but most hunters associate it 
with the present location 
next to Skip’s Sport Shop on 
M-72 West. It made that 
move in 1982. For almost 20 
years, the Camp Grayling 
Conservation Club has 
sponsored the running of the 
buck pole. 

Hunters are awarded 
prizes in a variety of cate- 
gories, such as first buck for 
the day or youngest hunter.

122 cup + 1 tbsp butter 

1 small yellow onion,

4 shallots, diced 

4 green onions 

4 garlic cloves

Directions: Saute the onion and shallot in # tablespoon butter for 5 
minutes until soft and slightly colored. Add the green onion, and grate 
garlic into the pan, then cook for 30 seconds until you smell the fra- 
grance of garlic. Cool to room temperature. Mix in a bowl with 1/2 cup 
soft butter, plus the parsley and celery, Season with salt and pepper. 
Lift up the skin of the turkey and spread vegetable paste under the 
skin, Set the oven at 275°F. Generously soak 4 slices of bread in 
melted butter until butter, is completely absorbed into bread. Season 
ihe turkey with salt and pepper. Place the bread slices over the 
breasts. In the oven, the bread will dry and shrink, self-basting the 
_ butter into the turkey. Cook 3 1/2 hours until the inside temperature is 
130°F. Take the turkey from oven. Remove the bread and set aside. 
Cool turkey slightly by leaving out of the oven for 1 hour. Reset the 
oven to 375°F. After cooling bird, retum the turkey to the oven and 
roast for another 12 hour until golden brown and crispy, 
Carving Steps: Be sure to use a good, sharp knife. After turkey is 
cooked (meat thermometer should read 170° F when inserted in the 
thickest part of the breast), cool for 15 to 20 minutes. Cooling makes 
meat firmer and easier to slice. Remove and set aside turkey legs and 
last joint of each wing. Make a long, deep (to the bone), horizontal 
"pase cut" into the breast just above wing. Slice down vertically 
through the breast untit you meet original base cut.
